Hi Omar 

Thanks for your enquiry. Your Microtek 1900 should 
be excellent for scanning slides. Obviously you need 
the transparency setting and it comes with several 
template trays to help locate the slides. I use an Epson 
Perfection 4870 which has very similar facilities. I 
use the tray with two postcard size rectangles and 
locate a slide in a corner of each, which keeps them 
square on with the scanner platter. The software no 
doubt gives you a means of adjusting the brightness, 
contrast etc. There 1s probably an auto function which 
can set all that for you, and I find that 1s usually fine. 
The quality of scan can be set, and it depends what 
you intend using the results for. For Internet posting 
around 1200 dpi would be plenty, but if you want to 
make large prints you might need 3500 - 4000 dpi or 
more. Experiment and find out what works best for 
you. That scanner can do as much as you need it to, 
and more! 


I don’t know of any specific movies using slides but 
there surely ought to be some. Ifnot, you may be 
breaking new ground! Do let us know how you get on.
